Dear Fellow Missourians: 

For only the second time in the first 11 months of the fiscal year Missouri’s 
general revenue receipts showed a decrease over collections of a year ago. 

May’s receipts dropped 13.24 percent from collections of last May. Total 
collections for May ’84 were $220,020,200 as compared to May ’83 collections of 
$253,595,315. With one month remaining in the fiscal year total collections stand 
at $2,255,430,437 for an increase of 12.29 percent. 

We can attribute the bulk of the May decrease to the expected drop in the 
County Foreign Insurance Tax collections. This decrease reflects a change to 
quarterly collections of the tax rather than year-end collections. 

Collections are still substantially ahead of the revised forecast. We will 
probably end the fiscal year well above the revised budgeted revenues. 
category with a drop of 57.7 percent from last year’s May receipts. Total collec- 
tions for the month were $26,687,815 bringing the total for the year to 
$286,208,934. On the year this category is down 1.57 percent from last year. 

Corporate income tax receipts showed a drop of 24.24 percent. Collections for 
May were $10,159,816 for a yearly total thus far of $156,936,562. For the year, this 
category is up nearly 43.9 percent. 

Sales tax receipts showed only a slight decrease of .43 percent from last year. 
Collections for the month were $96,698,033. Collections for the year stand at 
$826,652,985, or a percentage of nearly 15.7. 

Individual income tax receipts was the only category showing an increase for 
the month. Collections for May were $86,474,536 for an increase of 8.14 percent. 
Yearly collections total $985,631,956 for a percentage increase of 10.23.
